I enjoy the company of our male members as much as I do the conversation of our 
female members. There are different outlooks on things and male and female 
opinion differs. In a conversation it is better to hear someone offer a dif- 
ferent point of view than if the whole group has one stagnant opinion and 
nothing constructive and upbuilding evolves. 


Insofar I know our club is unique. Even in Canada, clubs that profess to 
act according to our rules, there is this discrimination of the opposite sex. 
Only in Calgary do male and female members mix - and feel quite right about it. 
Also there was, and is, always the odd person who would like a club just for the 
girls:or just for the guys. But think. Where would we get our shows from? which 


one of the girls, or better yet, how many have guts and talent enough to produce 
one? But that is not the main reason to keep together. 


We all are looked upon by straight society as one of the unwanted minority 
groups. If we want recognition and demand respect for ourselves, then we cannot 
.afford to split into even smaller groups. It’s an old slogan but true, UNITED 
WE STAND, DIVIDED WE FALL. Think about it!!!
